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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
A response filed on 1/1 1/07 had been entered in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

(1) An assembly for receiving and transmitting millimeter (mm) waves (claims 1- 
5, 10-21,25-29 and 34-45). 

(2) An antenna system mount (claims 6-7 and 30-3 1). 

(3) A radome assembly (claims 8-9 and 32-33). 

(4) A method for producing a reflector for a millimeter (mm) wave antenna 
(claims 22-24 and 46-48). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
